Meet Insurances 
Representatives^ 

Al Lake, manager, and Eldon Dahl, in¬ 
spector of the British Canadian Insurance Co. 
accompanied by local agent, Al Krywolt, were 
present at Coleman council meeting last week 
to review the insurance coverage carried by 
the town on all of its properties. 



It was disclosed that the town 
was considerably under-insured on 
such items as the arena, town 
workshop and other buildings and 
several newly-built structures are 
not covered. 

The representatives present sug¬ 
gested that the town have an in¬ 
dependent appraiser evaluate the 
town properties without delay so 
that coverage may be arranged. 

Fire Chief Henry Zak was pres 
ent and requested that council 
sign a mutual fire aid agreement 
that provided for co-operation be¬ 
tween all of the Crows Nest Pass 
Fire Brigades including Coleman, 
Blairmore, Frank, Bellevue and 
Hillerest during times of big fires. 
Council signed the agreement. 

Chief Zak reported that the bri¬ 
gade members are making very 
favorable progress in insulating 
the fire hall tower that is being 
used to hang and dry hoses. The 
brigade is building a stairway to 
the top of the tower to replace 
a ladder, in order to prevent ac¬ 
cidents. Mr. Zak stated the bri¬ 
gade was preparing a list of equip¬ 
ment needed for consideration in 
the town’s budget. 

Council received word from the 
department of the Attorney-Gener¬ 
al advising that the department 
had approved Coleman being po¬ 
liced by the RCMPolice at no cost 
to the town. Ooleman qualifies un¬ 


der new provincial regulations, 
which provide for towns having a 
population under 1500 to be po¬ 
liced by RCMPolice Coleman’s 
population is 1308. 

A by-law to borrow and draw 
money to pay immediate debts was 
approved. 

Secretary Dick Jensen advised 
that approval has been received by 
the town for a numoer of winter 
works projects to include building 
a rock wall along the Nez Perce 
Creek in town, and to erect a re¬ 
taining wall. One project is being 
delayed as the government re¬ 
quested that a plan of the proj¬ 
ect of installing 24 new type 
street lamps in various parts Of 
town be provided. 

Councilors Fred MacLeod, Mel 
Cornett and Jack Jenkins will in¬ 
spect the town’s lighting and draw 
up a plan of where the lights are 
needed. 

The town will also apply for ap¬ 
proval of a winter works proj¬ 
ect to lay sewerage and other ser¬ 
vice lines to a number of lots in 
the town’s new sub-division. Test 
drill holes are to be drilled this 
week to determine the under¬ 
ground strata. 

Fire Chief Zak will attend the 
annual fire chiefs’ convention to 
be held in Edmonton during the 
month of March.

And so it went, until, with both of us work¬ 
ing and talking, we cleared about half an acre 
in a few hours. It was past the noon hour and 
Nora was hollering from the farm yard that 
our lunch was ready. We both ate like demons, 
and after the meal it was my friend who first 
suggested we go out and finish the job! 

He had tasted the joy of physical labor, 
and wanted more of it. We worked another two 
hours or so, and then lit a small fire down by 
the creek. Nora brought us refreshments and 
the horses, dog, cat and Wooly-bully, our Jer¬ 
sey bull calf, came to join the party. 

We didn't say one word about public rela¬ 
tions; he wanted to talk farming, for now it 
was in his blood, too. He declared that he had 
not had such a pleasant time for years, and I 
think he really meant it - last night; but this 
morning, if his arms and back are as stiff and 
sore as mine, he may have second thoughts 
about making a career of it. 

But I'm going to have him out here next 
spring, because I believe he's entitled to join 
me in the fun of setting a fire to those ugly 
piles of thistle. They'll burn like beacons, sig¬ 
nalling the joy of hard physical labor.

Foundation Meet 

A meeting of the Alberta Rvart 
Foundation was held in Pincher 
Creek on January 11. 

Mr. Reg Kemp, executive di¬ 
rector from Edmonton, was the 
.speaker. Two films were shown 
in which the amazing progress in 
heart research was demonstrated. 
A large proportion of the research 
cost comes from the Foundation. 

The following warnings were giv¬ 
en—Take more exercise, especi¬ 
ally younger people. Your circula¬ 
tion system will have less chance 
to get “rusted”, that is, harden¬ 
ing of the blood vessels. 

Examination of 200 young peo¬ 
ple under the age of 20, who died 
of any cause, showed that not one 
was without this beginning hard¬ 
ening. Why not less school buses? 

Fifty per cent of all deaths are 
caused by heart or vascular dis¬ 
eases. Persons getting on in age 
•should be their age and know when 
to slow down. 

The fuel pump in your car uses 
approximately 2,000 gallons in 
three years. Your heart pumps a 
much larger quantity in 24 hours. 
Take care of R. 

Persons who have had a heart 
attack can lead a normal life 
again, after giving the heart suf¬ 
ficient rest. They have to know 
their limitations and avoid over¬ 
anxiety. 

The heart relies on purified blood 
from the lungs. Why put extra 
strain on R by nicotine poisoning 
from smoking?

Maj. A. C. Bohomolec 
Receivees New 
Appoinfment 

Edmonton, Alta., Jan. 19, 1967— 
The Hon. Leo Cadieux, Associate 
Minister of National Defence, has 
announced the appointment of Maj. 
Andre C. Bohcmolec as Honorary 
Lieut.-Colonel of the South 
Light Horse Regiment. 

Major Bohomolec has enjoyed a 
long and distinguished military ca¬ 
reer dating back to the First World 
War when he served as a cavalry 
officer with the Polish army. He 
took part in several major cavalry 
engagements and also served as a 
staff officer. 

During the 1930’s he was second¬ 
ed to the Polish Diplomatic Corps 
as the Polish Charge D’Affaires at 
Singapore, and later held the po¬ 
sition of Polish Military Attache in 
South America. 

Throughout the Second World 
War he saw action in the British 
army. Serving with the famous 
Commandos, he attained the rank 
of Major prior to his discharge 
at the end of the war.

What About Water Conditions 
or Softeners? 

After the washer has been filled 
with water and the soiled clothes 
placed in the washer, proper treat¬ 
ment of the water is the first step. 
Virtually all waters contain some 
amount of dissolved hardness min¬ 
erals. In fact, even water supplies 
that are softened by tank-type soft¬ 
ener in the home contain some de¬ 
gree of hardness. 

1i not made inactive in the water 
these hardness minerals (calcium 
and magnesium) are left free to 
combine with detergent, soap and 
soil and form deposits on fibres. 
These deposits (better known as 
washing film) build up with aic- 
cessive launderings. 

Whites become prematurely grey 
and colored fabrics become dull, 
towels and diapers become stiff, 
scratchy and non-absorbent. To 
prevent formation of washing film, 
a non-precipitating water condi¬ 
tioner (example, Calgon, etc.) 
should be added to the wash wat¬ 
er. Add enough to make the water 
feel silky soft. A good average is 
one teaspoon per gallon of water. 
“Regardless of the degree of hard¬ 
ness, the silky soft “touch test” 
will assure correct conditioning. 
Because of its unique ability to 
“tie up” hardness minerals, the 
water conditioner prevents forma¬ 
tion of washing film. In addRion, 
Calgon can be used to remove 
washing film which has accumulat¬ 
ed on the clothes over a period 
of time. 

Softeners should be added to the 
wash and first rinse. If, for same 
reason, R can only be added to 
one, use it in the first rinse. An¬ 
other type of water softener is the 
precipitating water softeners. 

These make waiter soft but 
cloudy. This cloudiness must be 
removed before you use the water 
for laundry purposes or else it will 
stay on the clothes, making them 
gray. Example:— Washing soda, 
Borax, Sal Soda, Lightning. Rain 
Drops, etc.

Expo site in shape; 
four months to go 

MONTREAL - In the past 12 
months Ex po 67 < ha s become a re¬ 
ality. Wkat was a year ago largely- 
frozen mud is now unmistakably 
the site of a World Exhibition. 

Then, Expo consisted of white 
lines on blueprints in Tokyo, Wash¬ 
ington, Havana and Stockholm. On 
its 1,000-acre site, only the green 
of the original St. Helen’s Island 
broke the monotony of the brown 
earth. , ^ 

Today, with 90 per cent of build¬ 
ing completed, the mid-river site 
is already charged with the ex¬ 
citement and glamor which will 
be presented to the world when 
the gates open April 28. 

Last year at this time there 
were 1800 construction workers an 
the site, biting into frozen ground 
with giant diesels or working cn 
stark concrete foundations. At tie 
peak period in November, 1966. 
there were 8,000 workers on the 
site. 

Construction reached a turning 
point in September when the ax 
terior of three national pavilions, 
those of The Netherlands, Scan¬ 
dinavia and Tunisia were complet¬ 
ed during the same week. 

Throughout the autumn “top¬ 
ping off” ceremonies became more 
than a weekly occurrence and the 
flags of many nations began to 
appear on towers of steel, con¬ 
crete, plastic and aluminum. 

Expo’s own construction and 
that of the private exhibitors has 
kept pace with the progress of 
the 70 participating nations. 

The complete exhibition is on 
schedule. Of 134 projects which are 
the responsibility of the Expo Cor¬ 
poration, 78 are completed. 

Thirty-eight more will be com 
pleted by the end of February. 
This leaves only 18 to be com 
pleted after February. These, how- 
iver, are for the most part, such 
items as street furniture and 
fountains which cannot be done 
until the last minute. 

Work on most of the national 
and private pavilions is at least 80 
per cent complete. The few pavil¬ 
ions which have a lesser percent¬ 
age of work completed are of a 
smaller and uncomplicated nat¬ 
ure. None are in danger of being 
late. 

Expo Express is gliding around 
the site in trial runs and the ele¬ 
vated mini-rail snakes in and out 
of pavilions, under bridges and 
over ponds and lagoons. 

The La Ronde amusement area 
already has taken on an air of 
gaiety with construction complet¬ 
ed on such features as the French 
Canadian Village, Pioneerland - 
Fort Edmonton, the English Pub, 
the Garden of Stars and Children’s 
World. 

During 1986 many people . . . 
and even animals — in many coun¬ 
tries were also preparing for Expo 
67. Dolphins were trained in Flor¬ 
ida, kangaroos in Australia and 
200 other creatures for the Child¬ 
ren’s Zoo. 

Chefs in 35 countries drew up 
menus for Expo restaurants. Cur¬ 
ators in the world’s leading muse¬ 
ums packed 200 works of art to 
be shipped to Expo. Hundreds of 
cameramen travelled the globe, 
shooting film to illustrate Expo’s 
theme “Man and His World”. In 
Prance, Commander Yves Cous¬ 
teau built underwater vehicles for 
an aquanaut exhibit in the Man 
the Explorer theme pavilion. 

The world’s leading companies 
in the performing arts have ac¬ 
cepted invitations to appear in 
Expo’s World Festival which crit¬ 
ics are already saying will be the 
greatest collection of talent ever 
assembled. 

And during 1966 people around 
the world started talking of Expo 
67 and of Canada.

$5 million in the last six years) 
are turned over to the Gen¬ 
eral Revenue Fund of the 
Alberta Government to help 
pay for the cost of running 
the Province. In addition to 
this, a Treasury Branch re¬ 
serve fund has been built up 
to more than $4 million. A 
self-supporting business 
enterprise, the Treasury 
Branches make no loans from 
government accounts. Loans 
made to assist in the finan¬ 
cial and industrial growth of 
the Province come entirely 
from the money deposited by

cerned about Alberta's 
"neglected children"? 


YOU should be. It is the duty 
of every Albertan to help pre¬ 
vent any child from being 
harmed through neglect or 
ill-treatment and, under the 
terms of The Child Welfare 
Act, it is obligatory to report 


such action to the authorities. 
In this case, the authorities 
are the Child Welfare Branch 
of the Alberta Department 
of Public Welfare, as this de¬ 
partment gradually assumes 
all responsibilities for child 
protection within the Prov¬ 
ince. It is expected that the 
transfer of these duties from 
the Municipal to Provincial 
authorities will be completed 
by the end of this year, ex¬ 
cept in Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary where the change will 
not be completed for two 
years. 

. . . who administers 
Alberta’s new towns 
before there is even a 
population? 

Many of Alberta’s new towns 
must be carved out of the 
bush and a wilderness must 
be turned into a habitable 
area with streets, water, sewer 
and power, even before the 
population starts to arrive. 
This takes money and people 
and, in most cases, arrange¬ 
ments for both are supplied 
by the Municipal Inspection 
Branch of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs. Loans of up to one mil¬ 
lion are available from the 
Provincial Treasurer for the 
development of a new town- 
site and experts from the 
Branch form a Board of Ad¬ 
ministrators which will over¬ 
see the 'growth of the town 
until the population and 
prospects become sufficient 
for the local residents to as¬ 
sume control.

pletely undesirable fish. If the 
live bait goes free to grow 
and spawn, these undesirable 
species will soon crowd the 
trout into extinction, thereby 
destroying sport fishing in 
that location. To maintain 
Alberta angling, the Fish and 
Wildlife Division, Depart¬ 
ment of bands and Forests, 
plant two to three million 
trout in Provincial waters 
each year. Half a million of 
these are yearlings, seven to 
eight inches long, the rest, 
fingerlings. 'Hus year, plants 
were made in 11 children’s 
ponds, 105 lakes and reser¬ 


voirs, 91 beaver ponds, 13 
locations where spawning 
does not take place, and 3 
fish-populated areas where 
new species were introduced. 

. . . who measures 
Alberta? _ 

Before homesteaders can 
move in, before communities 
can be started or subdivisions 
built or roads constructed, 
the land has to be measured 
and boundary monuments 
established. To see that this 
is done properly is the job of 
the Surveys Branch of the 
Alberta Department of H igh- 
ways. In addition to being 
responsible for the establish¬ 
ment of base lines and sur¬ 
veying of townships and high¬ 
ways, the Branch has direc¬ 
tion over all surveying done 
in the Province under the Al¬ 



berta Surveys Act, and ex¬ 
amines all plans of survey to 
ensure their compliance with 
that Act. The results of all 
this work are recorded on 
plans which are registered in 
the Land Titles Office and 
subsequently reflected in a 
variety of maps produced by 
the Mapping Division of the 
Surveys Branch. 


. . who's fighting the 
war on weeds? 


Alberta farmers wouldn’t 
have much chance of winning 
their war against weeds if the 



enemy could keep calling up 
reinforcements from un- 
tended roadsides and aban¬ 
doned lands. To keep weeds 
down in these “no man’s 
lands”, the Weed Control 
Section of the Plant Industry 
Division, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, supplies 
ammunition to municipalities 
and to individual farmers. 
Effective weed control chem¬ 
icals are provided at cost to 
municipal authorities and at 
less t han cost to farmers to 
encourage them to eliminate 
patches of dangerous weeds 
in uncultivated ground. A 
special spraying program kills 
weeds along roadsides and 
these areas are kept free of 
weeds by sowing appropriate 
mixtures of grass seed sup¬ 
plied to the municipalities by 
the Provincial government.

DR. GEOFFREY A. GAHERTY 


Two substantial new scholarships 
for graduate study in engineer 
mg were announced today by Cal¬ 
gary Power Ltd. and the Universit¬ 
ies of Alberta and Calgary. 

The awards, the G. A. Gaherty 
Memorial Scholarships, are for 
$3,000 each, for graduate work in 
engineering, one at the University 
of Alberta and one at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary. For students in. 
or proceeding to a Ph.D. program 
a further $2,000 may be available 

They are the largest scholarships 
for engineering study awarded loc¬ 
ally. The awards will be made to 
one student graduating from the 
Faculty of Engineering at each of 
the Universities of Alberta and 
Calgary on the basis of outstanding 
academic performance. 

The scholarships honor Geoffrey 
Abbott Gaherty, for many years 
President and subsequently Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Calgary Pow¬ 
er Ltd. He was also President of 
Montreal Engineering Co. Ltd. 

Dr. Gaherty died August 10,1964. 
He had been associated with Cal¬ 
gary Power for 44 years. He was 
the key figure in the development 
of hydro-electric power on the Bow 
River and the integrated power 
grid that serves the Province of 
Alberta today. 

Dr. Gaherty was born in Dick¬ 
inson’s Landing, Ontario, on April 
3, 1689. He graduated from Dal- 
housie University in 1909 with a 
Bachelor of Engineering degree, 
and began his career at the age 
of 20 as assistant engineer with 
Western Canada Power Company 
at Stave Falls, British Columbia. 
He was design engineer for that 
company from 1912 to the outbreak 
of war. During the First World 
War, Dr. Gaherty served in France 
with the Royal Canadian Garrison

In 1920 Dr. Gaherty joined Mont¬ 
real Engineering Co. Ltd. as Chief 
Engineer. He became Vice-Presi¬ 
dent and Director in 1930 and was 
President and Director from 1933 
to the time of his death. 

From 1920 on he was respon¬ 
sible for directing the operations 
of Calgary Power Ltd.; at that 
time a comparatively small or¬ 
ganization known as Calgary Pow¬ 
er Company Limited. It operated 
hydro plants at Horseshoe and 
Kananaskis and transmission lines 
between these plants and Calgary. 
He later became Vice-President, 
then President, and finally Chair¬ 
man of the Board. He was known 
throughout the continent as an 
outstanding public utility engineer. 

He received honorary LL.D. de¬ 
grees from The University of Al¬ 
berta, Dalhousie University, and 
The University of New Brunswick, 
and honorary D. Eng. from the 
Nova Scotia Technical College, as 
well as several awards from the 
Engineering Institute of Canada.
